Newmarket— The first step to* 

ward a war memoral was taken 

at the meeting of the Newmar- 
ket town council on Monday night 
when a motion was passed to ex- 
propriate the property "in con- 
nection with the vole on April 
7".

Because of the slim majority 
and the fact that those In favor 
constitute a small minority of 
the eligible voters, no action 
was taken by the council until 
Monday night when Mayor Jos- 
eph Vale broached the subject

we can approach the Industries 
and ask them for the amount of 

money which thoy offered toward

. Some months ago, the Canadian Legion clubs 
in this district passed a resolution asking that 
door-to-door moil delivery be - initiated in small 
towns os a means of providing emplojTneht; fori 
veterans. Nothing has been heard of the report 
since It appeared in the press and ^sp. it. is safe to 

assume that it has been filed and forgotten, cither 
at the head office of the Legion or the head office 
of the postal department, ■ 

If that truly is its fate* it is unfortunate. The 

suggestion had considerable merit It is a curious 
state of affairs but it happens that many farmers 
on rural postal routes far distant from town re* 
ceive better mail service than the townsfolk. 
Some rural resldenls get mail delivered to their 

doors/, 

. The recommendation was two*fold in it's intent. 

Primarily, it was a means to provide jobs for 
veterans. Two or three letter-carriers in towns 
of five or six thousand population add tip to a lot 
of letter carriers. It would be excellent employ- 
ment for veterans whose war experiences may 
have incapacitated them for indoor work or 
heavy outdoor labor* 

At the same time, door-to-door delivery for 
large towns is a reasonable demand as a public 
service. The days when the post office was only 
a block away for most of the people it served, 
have long passed in many centres, A trip to the 
post office from the outskirts of town has become 
a major journey. The public Is entitled to better 
consideration than that Mail delivery would also 
end the congestion in post offices at noon or at 5 
p.m. when everyone tries to get his mail ot once. 

It might be objected that the Legion recom- 
mendation is just on attempt to get jobs for vet- 
erans at the public expense, that the proposal is 
not economically sound. Perhaps. But such 
criticism could be better levelled at the staffs 
maintained in Ottawa in offices of far Jess value 
than daily mail delivery. If postal delivery cost*; 
too much, our suggestion is to make up the differ- 
ence by reducing costs in other offices, particu- 
larly the information services which daily send 
out reams of publicity material of no value what- 
e\'cr, but adding extra burden to the mails.

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MOVEMENT TOWARDS 
DECENTRALIZATION 

r For over a year, we have subscribed to a semi- 
monthly publication called the Interpreter. The 
four-page paper is the organ of a movement 
whose members call themselves "Decenlra'Hsts." 
They believe that the concentration of people 
into the cities is an unhealthy course; they urge 
the decentralization of business ond homes as the 
alternative. * 

In some respects, the editors of the Interpreter 
seem to have anticipated current events. The 
atom-bomb, for example, has provided a very 
good reason for the decentralization of popula- 
tion and industry. Economists, too, look with 
jaundiced eye. upon the further concentration of 
heavy industry into already large centres because 
of the higher cost of taxes, labor trouble, and the 
general frustration which seems. the lot of the 
urban-dweller, arid' which in turn affects their 
efficiency on the job. 

While concerned with these . tendencies, how- 
ever, the interpreter has wider scope to its belief 
that city-living is not fruitful in happiness and 
achievement The Interpreter argues that the 
dependency upon others for goods and services 
that is a part, of city life destroys initiative and 
individual enterprise. There is no home, in- the 



pyramids and tombs, of many 
gods and history— Egypt. What 
would that mother's thoughts 
be?

Whitchurch General Rate 
Shows Three-Mill Increase 
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The general tax rate in the 
township of Whitchurch this 
year is advanced by three mills 
over 1946, it is indicated by the 
taxing by-law passed at a session 
of the council on Saturday at 
Vandorf. "If it Is any comfort 
to our ratepayers, there is not a 
township in the county that will 
not have Increased taxation this 
year over 1046," Reeve Iiorne 
Kvans commented;. 

The general rate including 
two-fifths of a mill for relief 
will bo 13.2 mills, the county 
rate 4.0 mills. Treasurer John 
Crawford urged council to strike 
the general rate at 13.2 mills, 
otherwise he warned there might 
be a deficit* The fraction of a 
milt is the relief tax. He said 
that demands from the various 
school sections, over which conn' 
cit have no control, had advanc* 
ed $10,000 in the past year, and 
a year ago, most of them showed 
higher casts over 1045. "In fact," 
said Mr. Crawford, "taxes this 
year alone have nearly doubled 
for : public school purposes in 
Whitchurch." Increased salaries 
and higher maintenance costs 
are responsible, he said. 

The total taxes to be collected 
Ihis year will be $80,000. 

The total mills set by council 
is 22.3 mills as against 19.1 in 
1940. However this total rate 



will be increased according to 
the public school demands In 
each school section. 

The county tax rate tin's year 
Ifi 6.3 mills to raise $ll f 03$ t about 
the same as In 1940. The general 
tax rate is reduced by reason of 
the Ontario government subsidy 
to municipalities of one mill on 
the general rate. 

While on taxation, the council 
approved of School Section No. 1 

i 1 ?? Ki ? g s P«"li»B $13,000 for 
additional class room accommo- 
dation and to wipe out a bank 
overdraft. The school is crowd- 
ed, and King township had Riven 
their consent to the expenditures 
requested by the section which 
will boar the whole cost.

The days uf midsummer's com* 
parntivc leisure ure over und 
from now until the weather stops 
our activities, every minute wilt 
ho needed to get thing!! done. 
Earlier darkness makes It more 
difficult for thoKC of n% who have 
to work for a living. 

What Is to be done? Why, lafco 

up perennials that are getting 

too big, divide and replant them; 

plant bulbs for our spring garden; 

correct the mistakes of tho post 
summer. 

Plants that were growing In 
the wrong place should bo taken 
up now and replanted where 
they will do better or look bet- 
ter. Most summer flowering 
perennials can be divided and 
replanted now. The later flow- 
ering plants such as the hardy 

'mums are better moved in the 
spring. Most spring flowering 
bulbs can be planted now. Grope 
Hyacinths, of course, should be 
in the ground and making their 
fall growth now. This also ap* 

pile* to Madonna Lilies- 
The Mainstays 

Tulips and Narcissus are the 
mainstay of the spring garden 
and these should he going into 
the ground now. The earlier the 
better, although tuiips wiU do 
<;iute well planted anytime until 
Ihe ground is frozen over. The 

most popular of these are the 
late May flowering types. The 
Darwins, Cottage ?nd Breeder 
used to be quite distinct hut now 
they are so intermingled that it's 
difficult to tell them apart and 

to all intents and purposes. It's 
just as well to grow the varie- 
ties you like. These are beauti- 
ful grouped in chimps of ono 
color In the perennial border 
For mass bedding, the single and 
dou) ile early types make a won- 
deiful showing. These are short- 
er, being 12" to H" high on on 
nveroge. They flower earlier, 
about two weeks, than the tall 
varieties. 

Becoming more popular are 
three newer types, Mendel, Tri- 
umph and Double late flowering, 
sometimes called peony flower- 
ed. The first two arc long stem- 
med varieties or I should say 
species, flowering about ten days 
earlier than the Darwins with 
large flowers and strong, straight 
stems, thus increasing the flow- 
ering season considerably. The 
Double Late flower bloom at the 
same time as the Darwins and 
are just as tall. They will be 
in every garden when they arc 
better known. 

There are too many beautiful 
tulips, I'm afraid, to start recom- 
mending name* as it would prob- 
ably result in an all-night session 
writing them. If anyone would 
like suggestions, I'll be glad to 
pass along some If they will let 
me know what typo they are in- 
terested in. T\*lips are not too 
particular about soil. Any good, 
well drained soil will produce ex- 
jcollent results. The depth to 
plant them depends on the soil, 
deeper planting being recom- 
mended for light soils. From 
four to six inches deep in heavy 
soil and six to eight inches in 
medium soils. Always remem- 
ber when reading planting in- 
structions four inches deep means 
four inches of soil on top of the 
bulbs. Oh yes, six inches apart 
will be satisfactory. 

I forgot to mention the Parrots, 
those novelty tulips that flow- 
er with the Darwins. Formerly 
there was only one variety that 
was reliable but lately there arc 
new names being introduced and 
quite a number of reliable var- 
ieties are now on the market at 
reasonable prices. If you want 
something different, try the 
Parrot species. They are the 
original wild tulips from various 
parts of the world- Most of them 
flower early. In April. Most of 
them have small flowers though 
some are larger. One is the 
largest tulip of all and also the 
brightest in color. They vary 
from three to 20 indies in height 
and the bulb sizes vary from the 
size of a plate to the size of 
regular tulips. Some have a 
number of flowers on one stem. 

I'll have 1o continue this talk 
on spring flowering bulbs next 
week but before closing I want 
to mention the peony, lids Is 
the month to plant them and 
don't plant them more than two 
Inches deep.
